The man in 
charge of the ehooting gallery was clean­ 
ing or fixing his guns, when one of them 
wont off accidentally, the bullet hitting 
Miss Bock and killing her instantly. The 
accident created considerable excitement

As I am very anxious to pro­ 
ceed with my improvements, which, permit me 
to say, are of a larger value to the public than 
to myself, I very renpectfnlly request that some 
action be Immediately taken by that body upon 
this urgent, even if unimportant, matter. "

W hat th e M u rd erer’s Cousin Told 
A bout th e A ffair—A Cautious 
N a rra to r. 


Mr. E . T. Thelps, the musician of the 
Mattie Vickers Company, is the gentle­ 
m an through whose medium the recent 
story th at appeared up north to the sup­ 
port that Tascott is in China, was given 
to the public. A H e r a l d man called on 
Mr. Thelps yesterday, and asked him if 
the article as it appeared in the Chronicle 
is correct. 
“ In some particulars, yes, and in oth­ 
ers no, certainly not” responded the 
musician. “ I will tell you the whole 
thing exactly as I know it, and you will 
find 
it 
will 
differ 
very 
mater­ 
ially 
from 
what 
the 
Chronicle 
reporter who only saw me for a minute 
or two at the train, said. 1 went into a 
saloon in San Francisco, and, standing at 
the bar, was a woman whose face seemed 
familiar to me. W hen she looked in my 
direction the recognition became mutual, 
nnd I aekejl her if I had not known her 
inCnicago. 
She said ‘yes,’ and then 
told me her name was Maude Gantz, and 
th it ehe was the deserted wife of Myron 
Gantz, a fellow I used to kuow on the 
Cuicago Herald. 
We had quite a chat 
about 
old 
times, 
and 
when 
I 
left 
I 
made 
an 
appointment 
to 
see her again. Talking 
about 
her 
in the saloon the next day the bar­ 
keeper told me that she claimed to be a 
cousin of Tascott, the murderer of Snell. 
H e Baid that when under the influence of 
liquor, as she occasionally got, she talked 
good deal about the hunted man, and 
claimed that she could say where he was 
any day.” 
“ I naturally became very interested in 
the affair,” said Mr. Phelps, throwing 
away his cigarette and warming up to 
the subject, “ and when I saw her again 
I brought up the topic in conversation. 
She was very reticent at first, but grad­ 
ually her tongue loosened, and finally 
she told me the story.” 


t a s c o t t ’s c o u s in ’s s t o r v , 
“ The night of the m urder,” she said, 
“ I was at home alone, and was surprised 
by the sudden arrival of my cousin Tas­ 
cott. 
He was very much excited, and, 
telling me that his life was in my handB, 
he said: 'I have killed old Snell.’ 
I 
nearly fainted at the awful disclosure, 
but he begged rae to secrete him some 
where. The ties of blood were to me 
stronger than justice, and I found him a 
hiding-place in the honse. Fearful that 
tha detectives would suspect his where­ 
abouts 
and search the building, I 
decided to 
get 
him away as soon 
as possible, and at the end of two days I 
put a scheme I had matured into effect. 
Under cover and disguise I removed him 
to another house in the city and kept 
him there until I could get him clear 
away. The way I did it was as follows: 
I went to St. Paul and from there wrote 
letters to him as his wife, so that if he 
were arrested while traveling to meet 
me lie could throw the officers off the 
scent. 
W hen he finally started on the 
trip he was disguised so completely th at 
his own mother would not have recog­ 
nized him . 
Ho reached St. Paul in 
safety and then went west.” 
MR. PHELPS BECOMES CAUTIOUS. 
Mr. Phelps suddenly stopped in his 
narration and said: “ Look here, I don’t 
want to be drawn into this thing any 
deeper.” He then refused to go on with 
his story and a close questioning could 
not get mnch out of him. 
“ Tell me one thing,” asked the re­ 
porter; “ is Tascott in C hina?” 
“ I cannot tell you for certain,” was 
the reply, “ but I certainly, in my own 
mind, would say no. My reaeoas for 
this statem ent are many. 
In the first 
place, I bad Maude Gantz’s confidence 
more than the up-country reporter could 
have got in a few days, and she never 
told 
me 
that 
he 
had 
crossed 
the 
Pacific. 
There 
are 
also 
sev­ 
eral 
reasons 
why 
such 
a 
stoiy 
is incorrect. 
First, he would not have 
risked detection at any of the Pacific 
Sorts, which are all closely watched by 
etectives. Then, never in the course of 
any of our confidential talks about the 
matter was China ever, even remotely 
referred to. Again, she received no let­ 
ter from China,that I know because, 
” 
Mr. Phelps stopped again and became 
as mum as an oyster. 
Another cross­ 
examination and then he said, “ I can 
tell you this much, that if I knew where 
to lay my hands on him I would do so at 
once, because the $50,000 reward is not 
to be sneezed at. 
I tell you candidly 
however, that Mrs. Gantz has enough 
senee to keep religiously to herself the 
exact place wcere he is now, and I think 
that the reason she told the Chronicle 
man that Tascott is in China was because 
she smelt a rat and wanted to throw the 
investigator off the scent. W hy, I have 
seen enough in black and white to con­ 
vince ------” 
Mr. Phelps came to another sudden 
halt just as he was evidently about to be 
led away to say something about some 
letters he had seen, in all probability the 
missives being from the fugitive. He 
would have nothing more to say directly 
about the subject, but when questioned 
as to whether he knew if she were 
Tascott’s mistress at the time of the 
murder, he said: “ No, I believe not. 
You see she has only been separated 
from her husband about five months, 
and when the murder was committed, 
over a year ago now, she was living in 
her home. 
And I wish vou would also 
give me the privilege of denying the 
Chronicle's statement that she was living 
w ith me. 
It is a positive untruth. 
I 
only met her occasionally, and simply 
chatted about old times. Outside of the 
saloon, where she came to have a drink 
occasionally, I was only with her twice, 
once at the poetotfics, and again in an 
afternoon.” 
Mr. Phelps evidently felt keenly the 
slnr that had bean cast upon him, and 
this can be readily understood, as his 
home is in Chicago, and his relations are 
of the beat people of the town. It is very 
evident th at during the close acquaint­ 
ance 
he had with Mrs. Gantz, he 
obtained possession 
of 
pointers that 
would probably lead to the tracking down 
of Tascott, but it is also about true that 
he doeB not know the exact location of 
the criminal. Frcm slips that Mr. Phelps 
made during his conversation with the 
H e r a l d 
man, the 
inference would 
be 
drawn 
that 
he 
believes 
that 
Tascott is still on the American contin­ 
ent. Honolulu was mentioned once by 
the penciller. 
“ Pshaw,” was the reply, “ he did’nt 
gu ijóaí there, I can toll you that.” 
The new developments will probably 
set hard at work again those detectives 
who were relaxing their vigilance. 
It is 
quite certain that Mrs. Gantz will reveal 


no more, for she had no idea of giving 
any newspaper publicity to the affair, 
and the interception of her mail would 
probably be the only means now of 
getting at the truth, ai a letter from the 
refugee may even now be en route. She 
is a handsome woman, although the dis­ 
sipated life she is now leading is begin­ 
ning to tell on her, and will probably 
drag her into an early grave.

Some time ago the Board of Directors 
of the Cham ber of Commerce decided to 
send an invitation to all the members of 
the Congressional delegation from this 
State to meet here upon the 15th of this 
month, to look into the improvement** 
which have been made in this section, 
and to confer with General Yandever 
about the Federal building. 
Secretary Higgins has had word from 
several members of the delegation in 
answer to his letter inviting them t> 
come down and be entertained and re­ 
ceive the freedom of the city. 
W. W. Morrow writes from San Fran­ 
cisco to say that the members of the 
delegation recently had a conference in 
San Francisco and discussed the m atter 
of a visit to Los Angeles. Tboy de­ 
cided th at they would come, but they 
thought best to defer tbe vieit until 
some time later than the present month, 
as none of them can find convenient 
leisure. 
In the month of August or Sep 
tember the Committee of Senators who 
constitute the Arid Land Commission 
will travel over the State, and the Con­ 
gressional delegation will accompany 
them. They will visit this city, and the 
representatives will make their visit at 
the saíne time. The last Congress voted 
a quarter of a million of dollars to be 
used for experiments in irrigating the 
arid lands of the country. 
It will be dis­ 
tributed to the various States pro rata to 
their square mileage of arid land, and 
California will come in for a considerable 
eum. This Commission will determine 
the locality in which it is to be em 
ployed.

T h e H e r a l d O b j r c t a . 
T h e H e r a l d regrets to note amongst 
ite local contemporaries the growth of a 
captious and envious spirit. 
For reaeons 
beet known to themselves Col. Arthur 
Kearney, of the San Bernardino Courier, 
and the puissant Col. H. G. Otis, of the 
Los Angeles Timet, have chosen to con­ 
stitute themselves a mutual admiration 
society; and, having created this compli­ 
ment-coining bund, they proceed ta in­ 
dulge in ecstacies of courteous cozeniDg 
a process which is congenial to the nat­ 
urally frank and superheated soul of Col. 
Kearney, and a moderate indulgence in 
w hich, on the part of Col. Otis, is some­ 
thing like the abandon with which a 
recognized prude might be expected to 
throw her soul into an occasional affair 
of gallantry. There is nothing, in such 
a development to call for any special 
comment, 
and certainly 
nothing to 
justify 
the 
captious 
sneers 
of 
th e Tribune. 
Nature has eo ordered 
th e many estimable attributes which 
enter 
into the composition of 
Col. 
Kearney that, when he praises any one. 
the utmost poseible climacteric of the 
endowments of art and nature seem to 
center in that being. If the individual 
praised is a one-horse country lawyer, he 
is made to feel immediately that Lord 
Mansfield was a sort of plodding clown 
and 
Erskine a second-rate forensic 
pleader, in the comparison. This really 
does no harm . It leaves Mansfield and 
Erskine just where they were; while it 
titillates the country lawyer to the point 
of positive intoxication. Col. Kearney’s 
praise reaches the point of glamour. If 
instead of the subject of his versatile pen 
being a lawyer, he should happen to be 
a soldier, then Achilles, Julius Ctcsar, 
Alexander the Great and Napoleon Bona­ 
parte are the only parallels that the gener­ 
ous and appreciative sonl of the genial Ban 
Bernardino editor will adm it of as ger­ 
mane to the occasion. 
He doubtless 
does this on the principle of a great 
London actor of two generations ago, 
who was caught giving a guinea to a 
beggar. 
H e excused himself, as would 
doubtless Col. Kearney, by the rem aik,

V i l a N a t l a n a l l i t m o v e m e n t . 
The new movement for advancing and 
spreading the ideas set forth in Edward 
Bellamy’s politico-economical novel en 
titled “ Looking Backward" ba3 reached 
this city, 
and 
preliminary meetings 
have been held here for the purpose of 
effecting what is termed "Nationalist’’ 
organization. To understand the object 
aimed at by the Nationality it is neces­ 
sary to give an idea of the theories so 
alluringly elaborated in Mr. Bellamy’* 
book. Mr. West, the leadiDg personage 
of the novel, belongs to the upper crust 
of Boston, and he is used as the medium 
to bring before us the practical working? 
of a plan of government and a social and 
industrial system supposed to exist in 
this country in the year of Our Lord 2000. 
Mr. West is a sufferer from insomnia 
and is obliged to i all in the mesmeric 
powers of a biologist in order to procure 
bleep. 
H e sleeps in a vaulted basem ent 
which he has had built expreesly to 
keep ont sound. 
It is thickly cemented 
in floor, ceiling and sides, and the air is 
freshened by a contrivance operating 
upon a tube reaching from the roof. 
He 
is set to sleep, as usual, by his mesmeric 
phys'cian on the night of May 30, 18S7. 
His physician ia_called away, aud the 
house above the vault is destroyed by 
fire. 
When Mr. West awakes he finds 
himself in a Btrange room with straDge 
surroundings. 
A physician is bending 
over him and administering restoratives 
Iu conversing with this gentleman he is 
astounded to find that he has been 
asleep one hundred and thirteen years, 
and that ho has awakened into a new 
and strange era. The city, which he is 
enabled to see from his room, is wonder­ 
fully changed. Instead of great crowded 
tenement houses closely packed together, 
he sees magnificent structures in every 
direction; and the dwelling houses are 
all leparate frcm each other, surrounded 
by gardens and giving evidence cf com­ 
fort and luxury. As the eomnist recovers 
from his long trance and becomes strong 
in mind and body (he is physically aud 
mentally 
at 
the 
age 
he 
had at­ 
tained when he entered upon his long 
mesmeric 
sleep,) 
he 
looks 
cori 
ously into 
the 
social 
and 
indus­ 
trial conditions of the century into which 
he is suddenly projected. 
He finds that 
the conditions of the 19th century had 
led to radical changes. The accumula­ 
tion of colossal lot tunes, through the 
great monopolies and combinations that 
had grown up at that time, had led the 
people to make radical and revolutionary 
changes. 
The Government had been 
made the center of a great industrial 
system, and acted really as a syndicate 
for cariying on all the affairs of the 
people. Tnere was no money recognized 
in the new dispensation. 
The people 
were all required to work, and received 
in lieu of pay, credit carde with which 
they could 
procure 
everything they 
wanted, necessaries or luxuries. 
Every 
m an was required, on reaching the age 
of self-support, to enter the industrial 
army. 
After three years of probation, 
he determined, from the bent of his 
faculties, the peculiar vocation he wae 
best, fitted for. 
If it was a trade, be was 
entered as apprentice to i t ; if a profes­ 
sion, he entered a special college. 
The 
test of every m an’s capacity to follow 
the vocation he had chosen was deter­ 
mined at the close of his probation. If 
fit, he 
continued; 
if 
net, he had 
to 
fall back into the 
lower rank 
of workers. 
Dignities 
and honor? 
were the incentives to excellence and 
success, and took the place of pay. Every 
m an's earnings went into the common 
treasury, and the G overnm eit made the 
distribution in the shape of goods, dwell­ 
ings. etc. Everything requited was dis­ 
pensed by the Government, aud the Gov­ 
ernm ent ran all the factories, all the 
farms, all the railways, all the steam­ 
ships (electro ships), all the theatere, the 
music rooms, the groceries, the provision 
depots—in fact everything that is now 
under the control of individuals and 
companies was then under tbe control of 
the Government. As everybody wan 
obliged to do his alloted work, aud asth 
usufruct of all exertion went into the 
common fund, the hcurs of labor were 
reduced so that everybody had the bene­ 
fit of all inventions that increased pro­ 
duction, and so labor-saving machinery 
and all contrivances that were calculated 
to augment the results of labor, wore en­ 
couraged and brought to the highest per­ 
fection. The systems of checks and bal­ 
ances were adjusted from the central 
power, through the States tothe counties 
to the cities, to the wards and to the 
families. 
The fundamental principle of this new 
system was based upon the idea that 
greed evolved ont c-f individual competí 
tion to acquire wealth no longer prevailed 
when only the production of labor ex­ 
isted as wealth, and when that production 
became at once common property subject 
to the. established equities of universal 
dietribntion. Each man knew that the 
functions assigned to him were sufficient 
for bis support, therefore he bad no in 
centive to try to do more than to honest­ 
ly fill his role in the system cf which he 
was a part and a beneficiary. 
All who have read Dean Swift’s lloun 
hynhms will find in that, and in other of 
his sketches, the germ ol the thought 
which Fourrier tried to practically carry 
out in Icaria, which Owens has dreamed 
of and attem pted for forty years, which 
the Shakers have faintly tried to imi­ 
tate, and which Bellamy n w has erected 
into a colossal machine which is to trans­ 
form our Government and our entire in­ 
dustrial methods into one grand com­ 
munal, beneficent and atopian system 
The Nationalists are seriously under­ 
taking to incarnate into a practical and 
working form an idea that has been the 
dream of philanthropists from the time 
of Sir Thomas More down to that of 
Horace Greeley.

Removing Debris Where the 
Dead are Entombed. 


T h e S e a l i ' l i h r r l r a . 
We cannot understand why the Can­ 
adians are so restrictive in their con­ 
struction of our fishery rights on the 
Atlantic side, and yet are so im patient 
that we should give anything but a broad 
and almost unlimited construction to 
their rights to oar seal fisheries in tho 
Alaskan waters. The American fisher­ 
man off the Canadian shores is restrained 
by the three-mile limit measured from 
headland to headland; but when we 
claim that the Alaskan waters shall be 
measured by a similar rule, they cry out 
that we are trying to enclose a whole sea 
which the other nations are entitled to 
fish in au well as ourselves. Well, if the 
trend of the continent and the sweep of 
the archipelago that belongs to us inclose 
a sea, we have certainly as much right to 
its exclusive ueo as Canada has to the 
vast gulfs and bays on the northeastern 
coast of America. 
Wo have no fear 
th a t British cruisers are going to pre­ 
cipitate a war by preventing American 
revenue cutters frcm ecforcing the lawB 
of the United States in the Alaskan 
waters. 
If Canadian eealers are found 
infringing them , they will be seized, and 
British men-of-war will hardly venture 
to retaliate by acts that would lead to 
dangerous results. 
Section 1 9 5 6 of tbe 
U. 8. Revised Statutes is the law on the 
subject, and the proclamation of the 
Presideut, as well as the instructions to 
the American naval captains, have all 
been carefully drawn with regard to the 
provisions of thif section, which reads as 
follows: 
Section 1 95 0 . 
No person shall kill any 
otter, mink, niaiten, sable, or fur seal, or 
other fur-bearing aDimal within the lim 
its cf Alaska Territory, or in the waters 
thereof; and every person guilty thereof 
shall, for each offense, be fined not less 
than $200'nor more than $1,000, or im­ 
prisoned not more than six m onths, or 
both, and all vesBels, their tackle, ap­ 
parel, furniture and cargo, found en­ 
gaged in violation of this section shall be 
forfeited ; but the Secretary ol the Treas­ 
ury shall have power to authorize the 
kiiling of any such mink, m arten, sable, 
or other fur-hearing animal, except fur 
seal, under Much regulations os he may 
prescribe, and it shall be the duty of tbe 
Secretary to prevent the killing of any 
fur seal and to provide for the execution 
of the provisions of this section until it is 
otherwise provided by law, nor shall he 
grant any special privileges under this 
section.

The town is entirely inundated 
by the recent flood and a terrible stench 
is arising all over the city. 


STEAM AND DYNAMITE. 
The progreas of the work at the stone 
bridge to-day has been more satisfactory 
than any to far. 
A stationary engine on 
the bridge has done more work than fifty 
men. 
Huge masses, broken and bent 
from the immense timbers, which men 
have been trying to move for days, were 
lifted from their places and moved with 
ease. 
Fourteen more of these great 
helpers have been sent for. 
A heavy 
charge of dynamite was set off to-day 
and did a great deal of geod. It has been 
declared that a heavy charge had to be 
used in order to do any good. Three 
bodies were found to-day near the stone 
bridge, and ten or twelve were found in 
that vicinity. 


THE NECESSARIES O r LIFE. 
All the commissary stations are kept 
busy. At the Cambria, one a vast amount 
of provisions and clothes has been dis 
tributed. 
Long lineB of the sufferers 
stood in the heat and rain waiting for 
their turn. No one is furnished with an 
order and every department is under the 
strictest discipline. 
Most excellent work 
is being done here. 
Some good work is 
being done at the Americus Club com­ 
missary and others. 


OBJUCTIONABL1 NEIGHBORS. 
The hurried burial ol the dead in Pros­ 
pect Hill Cemetery is causing the resi­ 
dents ol that beautiful suburb of Johns­ 
town a great deal of annoyance, and may 
cause much sickness. The bodies were 
placed in cheap coffins, and none were 
secure. The odor from the decomposed 
bodies, arising to the surface, has at* 
tracted a num ber of dogs, who make 
night hideous by howling and pawing 
over the graves. The coffins were put 
only three feet under ground, as there 
was no time to dig the graves deeper. It 
was found necessary to place guards in a 
little cemetery, containing 200 graves, to 
drive the dogs away. To-day Dr. Miller 
instructed the Americus Club members, 
who are in camp near the cemetery, to 
securely disinfect the camp and place 
disinfectants on tfce graves. 


T IIE FIRST FUNERAL. 
The first funeral of a flood victim that 
might be truly called such, and in which 
the corpse was taken to the cemetery in 
a wagon, accompanied by the mourners 
in carriages, and a burial service held 
over t e remains, was held to-day, 


THOSE TERRIBLE DISINTERMENTS. 
There were thirty-five bodies recovered 
to-day, eleven of them at the stone 
bridge. 
Those taken out of the water 
were in much better condition than those 
found among the debris. 
The latter 
were not only horribly bloated and dis­ 
torted in feature, but decomposition had 
set in, and the stench arising therefrom 
was so unbearable that the men at the 
various morgues found it a disagreeable 
duty to wash them. 
The list of the un­ 
known is growing as the means of identi­ 
fication becomes more obscure.

number present, filling all the 
chairs, and occupying the standing room 
at the back part of the hall. The lee 
turer was introduced by Wm. McLean 
the President of the Society. 
The subject of Prof. Blaikie’s lecture 
was the “ Personal Life of David Living­ 
stone, LL. 
D., C. 
L., 
the famous 
explorer.” 
The 
lecturer 
described 
in 
graphic 
language, 
with lively 
touches of 
wit, 
the life which Liv 
iDgston led as a weaver’s boy in the cot­ 
ton mills near Glasgow. 
He told of his 
early fctruggles to get an education; how 
he siuved part of the year to u e 
the rest for his own intellectual improve­ 
ment. 
His family were all earnest 
Christians, and the young m an’s thoughts 
early turned to the idea of a missionary’s 
life, and he sot about preparing for the 
career. 
lie was formally ordained as a 
pastor in the Presbyterian Church, and 
was sent to Port Natal. 
This was the 
beginning of the dual purpose of his life, 
exploring and missionary work among 
the heathen. 
The lecturer told of 
th e 
various 
expeditions 
of 
Living­ 
stone 
in 
different parts 
of 
Africa, 
the dangers through which he passed 
the fame which it gave him in all par's 
cf the world, and what was of greater 
value to Livingstone himself, the good 
work which he succeeded in accomplish 
iog among the benighted inhabitants of 
tho dark continent. The lecturer told of 
the first work of the great explorer in 
discovering the sources of the Nile, how 
he wbb lost to the knowledge of all civil 
ized men when Stanley went in search of 
him. Several years ago,with Stanley’s re 
turn, news came that Livingstone was 
dead and his hotly was brought down to 
the coast, to be carried to England and in­ 
terred in Westminster Abbey. 
Toe lecture was listened to with close 
interest. 
It was interspersed with pleas 
ing anecdotes and it closed with a stirr 
ing appeal drawn from the moral lessons 
of a groat m an’s life. 
Dr. William Or- 
nusto, of New York, who was present, 
was called upon by the Chairman to 
make a few remarks, and he spoke in 
the highest praise of the lecturer aud his 
w rk. 
He also pleased his audience by 
sume very happy remarks concc-ning 
the Scotch character. 
A vote of thanks 
was passed to Prof. Blaikie for his very 
entertaining and eloquent address. 
Prof. Blaikie is the author of a book 
upon the personal life of Livingstone, 
and it happened that before Stanley 
vent to the Berlin Conference he read 
this book the second time, and was much 
‘mpreased with someof the ideas setfoith 
iu it 
He used his influence to have the 
Conference adopt a constitution based 
upon personal freedom and the complete 
abolit'on of the slave trade. 
On his re­ 
urn after (lie Conference, ho told Prof 
Blaikie that he had derived these ideai 
from his book, and that the volume had 
helped, in a great degree, to bring abom 
the result that was finally achieved.
